the town, and brought to Macon and 
placed in the Bibb county jail for 
safe keeping. Denison is under sen­ 
tence of death and is scheduled to 
be hanged at Irwinton for an al­ 
leged attack three years ago on air 
aged w’hite woman. The date for ex­ 
ecution has been set for June 16. 
IRWINTON, Ga.,

24.— Jim 
Denison, the 20 year old negro who 
escaped from a mob yesterday, after 
being seized from the county jail, 
was still eluding officers and posses 
trailing him south ofHhis place ear­ 
ly today, so far as was known here, 
although reports of his capture were 
expected momentarily. 
The negro’s escape shatters all 
mob records in Georgia. An automo­ 
bile accident saved him from the 
wrath of a Wilkinson county mob 
that stormed the jail here, where he 
was under sentence of death for the 
crime alleged to have been commu­ 
ted against a white woman three 
years ago. This is believed to be 
the first case of an unaided es­ 
cape. Denison made his get away 
when the automobile in which he 
was being t^ken to the scene oi 
the alleged crime crashed into an­ 
other car.

On Juno 6 Ada voters will sit as 
a jury upon the fate of the city's 
proposed $100,900 memorial conven­ 
tion hall. 
This date was set today in a proc­ 
lamation issued by Mayor W. IL 
Fisher upon the strength of a rec­ 
ommendation submitted by represen­ 
tatives of all civic orders of the city. 
The proposition calls for the is­ 
suing of negotiable coupon bonds in 
the sum of $110,000 to buy a site 
and build a convention building to 
serve as a community house and 
public memorial to the services oi 
Ada’s men during the war. This sum 
will completely equip the building, 
it is believed, to house the Chamber 
of Commerce, American Legion, Boy 
Scouts, national guards, Red Cross 
and other organizations.

This is the prophecy, not by the 
ghost of Bill Nye talking over the 
ouija board, but by Samuel L. Roth- 
afel, celebrated designer and director 
of the Capitol theater in New York. 
lf Rothafel is right, the movies have 
a long way to go and it will have 
to be at a fast clip. The movies, 
however, come in for a lot of un­ 
just criticism. Critics forget that the 
motion picture is a baby among the 
various 
kinds 
of 
theatical 
ener- 
tainments. 
It took thousands of years for 
the legitimate stage to develop mod­ 
ern scenic effects. Even in Shake­ 
speare’s day, scenery consisted of 
a bare stage with signs like “ This 
is a forest” or “This is a street in 
Rome.” 
The movies are like everything 
else. Americans expect a new de­ 
vice to be perfected the day after it 
is invented.

No Sex Distinction in Hall of Fame. 
(Kansas City Journal) 
An interesting, if not significant, 
principle is involved in the recent 
action of the directors of the Hall 
of Fame of New York un iv e r sity ta 
abolishing the separate Hall for wo­ 
men elected to the so-called Ameri­ 
can Parthenon. In the future wo­ 
men will be elected on their merits, 
not as women who have deserved 
the honor of being included in the 
Hall of Fame, and their memorials 
will be placed in one common Hall, 
where men and women will be hon­ 
ored as Americans, without any dis­ 
tinctions in tho matter of sex. 
This is the logical development 
of the new status of women in the 
United States. There was never any 
sound reason for one hall for wo­ 
men and another for men. Political 
discriminations which withheld po­ 
litical rights from women did not 
logically prevent such an 
institu­ 
tion as the Hall of fame from hon­ 
oring women as Americans or justi­ 
fy Hie segregation of their memor­ 
ials in a separate Hall.

(By Hardy Dial, Cotton Expert) 
Last winter when I was working 
under the auspices of the board of 
agriculture, 
making speecnes

the state, in the interest of cotton 
growing and boll weevil control, I 
wras fully aware of the fact that in 
many places I was considered as 
merely trying to promulgate ways 
and means, of placing 
before 
the 
farmer a purely visionary schema, 
and conjectural hyperbole, of my 
owp manufacture; in other words 
they thought I was talking through 
my hat. 
I desire at this time to once mere 
make an appeal to the cotton farm­ 
er of the state of Oklahoma. If you 
will remember, I told you last falL 
that if you would prepare, aud cul­ 
tivate your seed beds, and defei 
planting your cotton until the first 
to the fifteenth of May, you would 
save seed, save time, and save labor 
and obtain better results than you 
usually do under earlier planting. 
As a successful grower of cotton 
of .40 years experience, I have learn­ 
ed in the very hard and expensive 
school of experience, the things ol 
vital importance I am now trying to 
pass on for the benefit of others 
who would grow cotton. 
One of the most important, and 
sentient truths I have found regard­ 
ing the planting of cotton is, that 
from May first to May fifteenth is 
as early as advisable to plant under 
the usual conditions which prevail 
in Oklahoma.

Growing celery for family use by the 
bed method cannot be excelled for at­ 
taining 
crispness 
and 
delicacy 
of 
flavor, according to horticulturists of 
the Ohio experiment station after test­ 
ing the various schemes of intensive 
garden culture of this crop. 
Accord­ 
ing to their plan celery may be ob­ 
tained in the small garden from NO* 
vember till midwinter. 
For this Crop 
a level bed four feet wide and as long 
as desired Is selected. A ditch is dug 
six inches deep, full width of the 
bed, smoothed on the bottom, covered 
with three Inches of stable manure 
and then with three inches of the best 
soil saved fbr the purpose.
